‘he French King has dectared publickly, finee his Arrival in 
the Camp betoie Fribourg, that as foon as that Fortrefs thall be 
taken, he intents to fend M. Maillebois with an Army of 
30,060 Men, to ruin and deftroy the Ele@orate of Hanover. 

‘The Rowland, Sullivan, for Antigua, the Hope, ———, for 
Jamaica, and the Three Siiters, Brown, for Gibraltar, all three 
from Cork, and the Ruby, Whiting, from St. Kitts, for Lon- 
don, are all taken bythe French, and carried into St. Maloe's, 

‘Vhe Sarum, M'Skenley, from New England for London, is 
taken, and carried into Bayonne. 

‘bhe Ackworth, Jones, a Stcre-fhip, from Lifbon fot Gibral- 
tar, is taken by « Spanith Row-boat in the Mouth of Gibraltar, 
atter the parted Company with the Fleet. 

We lcarn. by private Letters from Warfaw, that in Cafe the. 
Dy:t fhould rife without coming to any Detetimination, as tothe 
principal Points under Deliberation, a general Confederacy will 
tuke Place for the Support of the Houfe of Auttria. 

Letters from Genoa, which are dated the 2oth of Ofober, 
fay, that the Prince of Conti had declared that he would nevet 
ccnfent to the raifing the Siege of Coni, till he had received po- 
fitive Orders, on that Subje&, from bis mnoft Chriftian Majetty. 

‘There are private Lettets from Drefden, diretly, which affure 
Us, tht the Saxcns had actually join’d the Auftrians in Bohemia, 
eon the 22d; and that it was believed they would attack the Pruf- 
fians immediately, the Duke de Saxe Weilfenfels having exprefs 
Orders to obey Prince Charles of Losrain in every Thing, with- 
out tasther-Liftructions. 

According to private Letters from Cadiz, the Govetnor-Gene- 
tal of the Canary Iflands was arrived there, ont boatda Dutch 
Stup ; as alfo two Advice Boats from Vera Cruz, one of which 
had on board §00,000 Pieces of Eight in Specie. 

Advices from Paris fay, that three Ships of War fitted out at 
Teulon, are the King’s Ships, equipp'd and paid by the Mer- 
chants, andare toferve as Guarda Coftas and Privateers ; as was 
practifed in the laft War.

Admiralty-Office, Otiob. 27. Advice is received frortt Captain 
Young, Commander of his Majefty’s Ship the Kimfale, dated the 
ad of September, at St. John's in Newfoundland ; that having 
Idenn'd a Prize with Go of his Ship's Company, and 80 Men 
more whom he got at that Place, and mounted her with 20 Guns, 
he fent het, in Cormpany with three Privateers, Mann'd with 300 
Men, to the Neéfthward, to attempt the Harbour of Fifhwuc 
where thets were feveral Sail of French Ships. The Prize led 
into th: Harbour, and grounded three Times in goifig in; but 
the Third Time, Swinging athwart the Bow ef tle Moderate, (a 
French Ship ef 75 Men, ahd 12a Guns) the Ptize’s Men enter’d 
her Sword in Hand, took her immediately, and ¢irn'd her Guns 
againtt four other French Ships lying in the Harbour, all of them 
Wwathin Piftol Shot ; and engaged them in that Pofture five Hours 
and a half, and then they all ftruck. ‘Their Namcs were St. 
Dennis, fafon, Marquisde Sc, Duc de Pénthicvre, and the Mo- 
éerate, all laden with Fith and Qu, ‘There were 10 Englifh kil- 


fed, apd yo wounded in this A@tion. The Number of French 
killed and wounded was not known ; bit above 200 were made 
Prifoners. ‘The Three Priv $ grounded two or Three Times 
ia attempting to go into thy Harbour; and did not get in cil the 
Adica Was over — 

Private Advices from the Hdgue affure us, that the French 
Army have fuffer'd fo much before Fribourg, and are like to 
fuffer fo much more from the bad Weather, and obftinate Defence 
of the Beficked, that to prevent the total Ruin of their Afmy, they 
have Thoughts of turning the Siege into a Blockade.
